(2) Turn the cruise control main switch on. 
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(3) With the brake pedal depressed, push the 
cruise control main switch to RES/ACC 3 times 
within 3 seconds. Check that the buzzer 
sounds at this time. 

NOTICE: 

Do not turn the headlight dimmer switch on 
at this time because the optical axis 
automatic adjustment mode has already 
started, which may lead to an incorrect 
optical axis setting. If the headlight dimmer 
switch is turned on by mistake, readjust the 
optical axis (See page CC-122).
